Some dealers who bought a year since at a 
dollar, and even ten shillings a bushel there, 
have been ruined by the fall. Tbe enor­ 
mous cost of railroad transportation eats 
up. it is said, all the profit on the article, 
and keeps the price down to the producers.

Sad Affair at Columlia—Four Bogs Shot— 
Two of Them Killed.—Last night (Sunday), 
a few m inutes before 8 o’clock, the report 
of a gun was heard in. the neighborhood oi 
ErUman’s Saloon, corner of Front and Lo­ 
cust streets, Columbia, followed soon after 
by screams of distress. 
It appears that a 
number of small boys, two of them sons of 
Mr. Erisman, proprietor of the saloon, and 
the others children of Mrs. Felix,.

Dickinson and Mr. Cbaries Rawlings, were 
playing in Mr. Erisman’s yard, when Mr.

He told the 
boys he was going to áhoot them, and im­ 
mediately drew up the gun and fired, the 
load taking effect upon four of the boys.— 
Mr. E.’s second son was killed almost in­ 
stantly, receiving some sixty-seven shot in 
different parts of his body. The son of Mrs. 
Felix, aged 6 or 7 years, was shot in the, 
abdomen, and lingered until this morning 
at 7 o’clock, when death put an end to bis 
sufferings. The son of Mrs. Dickinson was 
not seriously wounded, and Mr. Rawlings’ 
son received but a slight wound, but one 
shot penetrating his breast. Tbe gun was 
kept loaded for the purpose of killing rats, 
and the lad who fired, It was not awsre of 
its being loaded.

They 
seem to have been th e source of dissatisfac­ 
tion pretty much ever since they were in 
tbe Confederacy ; and some experiment of 
this sort, I think, would operate beneficial­ 
ly npon them .’’

It is a great.pity the proposition was not 
acted apon. The only improvement we 
could have suggested would have been the 
crowding of all the radical Abolitionists in 
the whole North within the bounds of Mas­ 
sachusetts, and all the secessionists per sc 
of the South within the limits of South 
Carolina. Then no man of sense would ev­ 
er have voted to allow them to be brought 
back to trouble tbe country. Could this 
have been done it would have saved us 
from all tbe horrors of the war thiough 
which we have passed.

His Sermon on the Necessity of Mercy 
to the Leading Rebele.

“Think ye th at they were sinners "above all 
m en? 
I tell you, N ay: b u t cxyept ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish.”—L dks xiii : 4, 5. 
Jesus taught the bystanders, on this oo- 
casion, that there waa one thing more im­ 
portant for them to do than to be concern­ 
ing themselves with the question whether 
certain persons were the greatest of alt shi­ 
ners. Thi3 one thing was to repent. 
Why 
is repentance the paramount duty ?—the 
indispensable exercise? 
Because in the 
first place, that we may thereby be enabled 
to judge ourselves: and because in the sec-1 
ond place, that we may thereby be enabled 
to judge others justly. 
The impenitent 
man not only flatters ahd deceives himself, 
but, where tem pted to it, he is uncharitable 
and unjust in his judgments of others. 'H e 
is blind, not only to the wrongs in himself 
but to whatever mitigates the wrongs of 
which others are guilty. 
Oftentimes be_ is 
in haste to punish others for crimes which 
are far smaller than his own. 
David, though 
in his impenitence stone blind to his crime 
of murder and to the scarcely less crime it 
was to cover, was nevertheless eager for the 
killing of a man who had killed but a lamb. 
That the North has not repented is m ani­ 
fest in ten thousand ways. 
In nothing does 
the North prove her lack. o t repentance 
more than in her clamor for the punishment 
of rebel leaders. 
For surely were she sur­ 
veying herself penitently, she would ha4re 
no heart to punish offences, which are sub­ 
stantially her own alsq, or which, to say the 
least, have sprung from doctrines ’and deeds 
of which she, as well as the South, has been 
partaker. How unseemly, not to say how 
intensely hypocritical, for the North to 
punish the South for holding the doctrine 
,of secession, when those eminent advocates 
oKt, Jefferson and Madison, have ever been 
as high politieal authorities at the North as 
at the South! 
And how unseemly,'not to 
say how intensely hypocritical, for the 
Noith to punish the South for putting the 
doctrine in practice ! 
For what impelled 
the South to do so but the spirit of slavery ? 
—that spirit for the generating and foster­ 
ing of which the North is scarcely less re­ 
sponsible than the South? 
Nay( in the 
light of her smaller and less direct tem pta­ 
tion, she is far more wickedly responsible 
for that spirit. The religion, politics, com­ 
merce, and social usages of the North have 
all been shaped to theinterestsand biddings 
of slavery. And, as to the southern type of 
the pro-slavery spirit being worse than the 
northern, a sufficient answer is that the 
northern was-bad enough to mob an,d mur­ 
der innocent abolitionists through the space 
of nearly th irt/y ears. That the Nqrth ad­ 
mits that the nation has ever been held by 
her organic law to defend slavery, (und this 
she admits in Her present attem pt to amend 
and reverse the law at this point,) is her 
virtual admission that she has ever been 
morally disqualified to pnnish the South 
foe slavery. Bat to punish the South for 
the rebellion is to punish her for slavery.— 
The North presuming to judge the South, 
when it is certainly not for her to deny that 
sbe authorized the wickednesa of the South! 
Better for her to conless with Shakspeare, 
that 
' 
“ Thieves for th e 'r robbery have authority 
When judges steal them selves.” 
The North presuming to judge and con­ 
demn the South 1 
It is adulterous Angelo 
condemning, adulterous Claudio. 
No, the 
‘ North, were she penitent, would instantly, 
recoil from the proposition to punish the 
South. 
For she would see, in the light of 
such facts as I have glanced at, her part­ 
nership with the South in the political fal­ 
lacies and moral wrongs which have brought 
tjiis great sorrow upon the land. 
W ereshe 
penitent, she would, because seeing her 
own large share of the guilt of it, acknowl­ 
edge the rebellion to be the work of the 
North as well as of the South. The North, 
were she penitent, would spurn every sug­ 
gestion and every temptation to violate her 
agreement to conduct the war according to 
the law of war. That agreement staiyls in 
spite of our general order.No. lOO.jssued 
years after-tbe agreement, and when our 
intoxicating prospect oOucoess prompted the 
. _ 
us to take high rather than tenable ground. , Gen. McClellan, against the very seoession 
No order of one of the parties could modify which the Post and the Gaisfls wanb the 


preaching for sueh a Urfolnation of this 
war, aa tM principUl and spirit of Christ 
call for. Mira; of them a n leaping over 
Christ and tbe New Testament to ransack 
tbe barbarie Jewish theology for texts most 
responsive end grateful to tbeir blood- 
tbirstinen.

In the second plsee, though the la v 
would have justified great severity, she 
punished but a few of the rebels, and even 
these with moderation. 
In the third place, 
although we honor and thank England and 
other nations for what is wise and humano 
in their example, we nevertheless hold tliaL 
Amorieo should be above graduating hcv 
owd moralities and policies by those of even 
the moBt enlightened European nations.— 
*To a justice far higher than their conven­ 
tional and defective justioe mast she aspire; 
—yes, even to absolute justioe—to tho 
heaven-ihspired, the Christ-illustrated jus­ 
tice. 
Would to God we were up there now 1 
Then should we, instead of disdaining the 
highest pbsitityisof liberality and mercy, in 
the most authoritative writings on the law 
of war, make it the blessedness and glory 
of our country to out-do even those high­ 
est positions. Then should we end thig| 
war in súch a Christ-spirit and Christ-lovo 
toward enemies, as would make it difficult 
for the nations, under the winning light of 
our example, to end their wars otherwise ; 
—nay, as would make it difficult lor either 
them or us to begin any more wars. 
I re­ 
ferred to the injustice and hypocrisy of the 
North fn clamoring for punishment. There 
is nothing in this connection in which rhe 
appears worse than in her endeavors by the 
pulpit and the press, by popular meetings 
and by visiting ooinmittees, to fire the 
President with vengeance. 
How she re­ 
peats and gloats over hit admission that 
treason is a crime to be punished 1 
No one denies that treason is a crime—a 
great crime—and that, os a general propo­ 
sition, it should be severely punished.— 
But iu this case there is uo treason to pun­ 
ish. I do not say there is no moral treason 
in this c ase^ JJftb at there is abundance. 
What I say Is/tlíStAbereLisno treason in 
the éye of law. 
When the rebeliion broke 
out all tho rebels were traitors; and we had 
the legal right to punish them as Buch.— 
But, however slowly and reluctantly^ wo 
nevertheless became, at last, convinced 
that we could not carry on the ooutest and 
save our country, unleqt we allowed those 
-rebels to come up from traitors in a rebel­ 
lion into enemies in a civil war—and a 
civil war, too, differing in none of its rights 
from a war with a foreign nation.

here given the reason why we have no trea­ 
son to punish. 
But how enforced is this 
reason by the consideration that the NoitU 
is little if any less guilty of the causes of the. 
rebellion than is the South 1 
And then to 
urgo President Johnson to punish the 
rebels 1 to urge him to punish pro-slavery ! 
W hat stupendous hypocrisy is this urging 
him to be guilty of 1 
Who is he, that he 
should punish men for deeds they were 
huiried into in their pro-slavery blindness, 
when he himself was, until so recently, a 
partaker of that blindness. On one occa­ 
sion'and-another be advocated the m ost 
extreme pro-slavery measures! and even 
went so fur as to vote for Breckinridge for 
President!!' God be praised that the no­ 
ble man bad tbe good sense and the patri­ 
otism which enabled him to resist the pro­ 
slavery pressure that his neighbors could 
not resist! 
-But it is not for him to punish them .— 
God i>e praised, that his eyes were opened 
to the true character of slavery I 
Never­ 
theless, it is not for him to punish those 
who did not get theirs op6n to it as soon as 
he did. The President will be content to 
let the black pro-slavery past of the North 
and the South go unpunished by him.

They desired to ex­ 
press, by that phrase, white men of Europe­ 
an birth, European descent, and hadxio 


be bsrc to participate in thus Doing honor to
